But  at  the  same  time 
they  were  building  pillboxes  (miniature  fortresses)  particularly 
around  our  camp,  preparing  for  street  fighting,  possibly  hoping 
to  be  somewhat  protected  by  our  presence.  My  personal,  as  well 
as  many  of  my  friends  reaction  to  Hitler's  death  was  that  we 
did  not  believe  it.   On  V-E  day,  we  were  of  course  relieved, 
but  unfortunatley  for  us  the  war  was  not  over  until  J*Pa& 
surrendered.   Also,  our  news  sources  became  more  one  sided 
and  limited  after  Russia  entered  the  war  against  Japan.  When 
the  war  finally  ended,  we  first  heard  rumors  about  an  atomic 
bomb,  but  it  took  about  three  days  until  It  was  made  official 
that  Japan  surrendered.  We  were  also  informed  that  the  Japanese 
military  authorities  would  remain  in  charge  *f  Shanghai  until 
Chinese  troops  arrived.  I  believe  that  it  took  about  six 
weeks  for  this  to  happen.  American  troops  arrived  in  the  city

Meisinger  is  supposed  to  have  had  with  Shibata  and  Kubota.  The 
first  time  I  heard  about  it, was  in  Tokayer's  book, page«,  225/4. 
I  cannot  recall  that  Meisinger  was  mentioned  at  the  meeting 
ln  SpeeWs  office  (  pages  22*/6  )  at  which  I  was  present. 
As  a  matter  cffact,  1  doubt  it  very  much.  As  1  remember  it.Shibata 
only  spoke  in  general  terms  about  the  plans  of  the  Japanese 
«  Jewish  Affairs  Bureau  -  which  had  been  instigated  by  represen- 
tatives -  no  names  mentioned  -  of  the  Gestapo. 
As  to  Diestel  he  is  also  a  German  Jew  -  I  believe  baf-Jew,  but 
I  am  not  sure  -  lived  in  China  all  his  life  and  knew  much  more 
about  local  conditions  and  people  than  I  ,  a  relative  newcomer 
having  only  arrived  in  1931.

Only  one  place  took  in  European  Jewish  refugees,  no 
questions  asked,  during  the  Second  World  War  -  Shanghai,  China.  The  Jews 
üved  there  in  relative  ease  until  mid-1943,  when  they  were  unexpectedly 
forced  by  the  Japanese  conquerers  into  a  ghetto  in  a  Chinese  slum.  Three 
weeks  from  war's  end,   they  were  heavily  bombed  by  U.S.  b-24s.
